OKLAHOMA ASPHALT. 
It has long been known that Okla­ 
homa possesses large quantities of 
so-culled rock asphalt, that is. ordi­ 
nary sandstone. limestipiie and shale 
impregnated with heavy asphaltic pe­ 
troleum, but the knowledge of the 
presence of large deposits of the pure 
asphalt such as grahamite? gilsonitt, 
etc., is more recent. So far there 
bas never been displayed a compre­ 
hensive collection of the asphalts of 
Oklahoma, but L. JU Hutchinson, as­ 
sistant director of the Oklahoma geo­ 
logical survey, says *that he is pre­ 
paring a collection wThich will In­ 
clude specimens of l>oth rock and pure 
asphalt from practically every .local­ 
ity in which it is found in the state. 
These specimens will be shown at 
the geological exhibit at the state 
fair at Oklahoma City, September 29, 
AO October 8. In addition with the 
mineral resources exhibit, Mr. H utch­ 
ison has also secured, from the only 
two mills operating in the state, a 
small but complete collection of the 
raw m aterial vised in the manufac­ 
tu re of Portland" cement, with fr&fch 
be will illustrate the process, of man­ 
ufacture.
